The whiskey was being transported from Lynch- 


burg, Ohio, near Cincinnati, to New York under a gov- 
ernment permit. 
The hold up took place just west of 


the car barns on the Oberlin road. According to Mr. 
Silver two touring cars containing nine men armed With 
shotguns and revolvers suddenly confronted them and 
ordered them to stop, at the same time firing their re- 
volvers and bhotguns in the air. The drivers were or- 
dered out of the trucks at the point of revolvers and 
hustled into one of tlje touring cars by four of the men. 
They were then taken by a round-about route to Webt 
Ridge where they were left, and the touring car drove 
back. The mdn aroused Carl Fowl, a farmer, and he 
brought them back to the Elyria police station where 
they reported the hold up. 


Officers Detailed 


Officers were at once detailed and the sheriff noti- 


fied. They went to the scene of the hold up and found 
that the trucks had been driven east and south on the 
Grafton road. 
Traces were lost near the Moran farm. 


Silver and his men went back to Cleveland and the 


men returned at five o'clock bringing a note that they 
said had been handed them in Cleveland, stating that 
they would find their trucks a mile west of Eaton cen- 
ter. This peculiar circumstance caused considerable 
speculation among tlje officers. 


Early this morning Deputy Sheriff Cowie and Pa- 


trolman Corbet Southam went to Eaton and found the 
two trucks where the note said they would be found, 
but the whiskey was missing. They took the back track 
left by the tires on the trucks and with considerable 
ability traced them back to the notorious Moran farm 
at LaPorte. They sent word to the sheriff's office and 
a load of police officers and deputies weire sent out to aid 
them, as it was thought possible the whole gang might 
be in the house. 


PremiBes Searched 


A search of the premises found the whisky hid in 


the loft of the barn. It was-all there except two bottles 
that had been removed from one of the cases. Going to 
the houseMhe officers surrounded it and gained admit- 
tance. T»ey found two men named Daniel Green and 
Wallis McClain, of Cleveland, in company with Bernice 
and Teresa Stack, alias Noveski, and placed them un- 
der arrest. 


They claimed to know nothing of the theft of the 


whisky, and Bernice Stack told the officers that her 
father, Wadi Novesky, had been aroused from bed last 
night by a man who said his truck had broken down and 
jaskedv^f he could leave it in the yard for the night. 
Permission was given and Noveski went bacb to bed. In 
the morning when he got up the truck was gone, and he 
told his daughter of the circumstances. The men stated 
that they had arrived at the farm late at night to see 
the Stack girls, and swore they knew nothing of the 
theft or hold up. Both men and women were arrested 
and brought to jail. The girls will at least be charged 
with running a disorderly house, and the men with visit- 
ing it, say the officers, if nothing further develops.

uty Cowie had their battle with George Kochis, who was 
killed by Sheriff Backus while resisting arrest a short 
time ago.
